Council was in session less than an 


hour aud a half Wednesday evening. 
Expected developments did not develop 
to any great extent. Tho special com- 
mittee, consisting of Messrs. Labold, 
Selby 
and Osborn, appointed at a 


former meeting to examine and investi- 
gate into the report of Messrs. Kricfcer 
and Deputy, examiners of the mayor's 
accounts, submitted the 
following, 


which was unanimously approved by 
council: 


To the Honorable City Council:— 


We, the undersigned special committee 
appointed by the president to investi- 
gate the committee's report on the 
mayor's books, beg leave to report aa 
follows; 
We find that $62 43 should 


be credited to the mayor's account, the 
same being turned over to the city iu 
September; same was not reported 
when the committee made the exami- 
nation. 


We also find a difference of one dol- 


lar error growing out of mistaken 
figures. The committee taking it as 
two dollars and iifby cents, it being 
claimed that it was intended for one 
•dollar and fifty cents. 
We find that 


••the committee have clone their work in 
-u thorough and business-like manner 
.and think it will be a benefit to the 
• city if thoir recommendations are fol- 
lowed. 
Wo respectfully ask that coun- 


• cil sustain the committee—Simon La- 
vbold, J. O. Selby and Geo. M. Osborn. 


Something more than this was ex- 


pected, but it did not come to pass. 
The report of Messrs. Labold, Selby 
and Osboru is couched in significant 
language. It does not report much 
and comes far from settling several 
points satisfactorily. 
Tho examiners' 


report is sustained, and only one little 
error of one dollar in mistaken figures 
is found. 
The report was received and 


approved without discussion. Mayor 
Row was not present at the time it waa 
read but came in later, when it was all 
over. 
Perhaps ho would have objected 


to the language used by the committee, 
and that would have precipitated a 
holy rumpus. 
Fortunately, tho mine 


u did not explode. 
Tho matter was not 


referred to again during tho evening. 


Mr. Osboru made a long and exhaus- 


tive report on tho Miller and Snyder 
alleys. These two alleys have been 
the subject of much investigation with 
every council for tho last half dozen 
years. 
A special com;nitteo is always 


appointed to make a report on them 
.and Mr. Osborn was chairman of the 
present investigating board. In regard 
•to the Snydor alley ho reported that 
none of tho property holders would 
consent to a ten-foot blind alloy, but 
they worn all nuxions for n sixteen-foot 
alley and Mr. Suyder was willing to 
deed the city ton feet of property for 
the purpose. 
The committee reported 


unfavorably on the ten foot alley reso- 
lution now before council, and it was 
voted that a new resolution providing 
for a sixteen-foot alloy bo brought in. 
Steps will be taken to appropriate six 
feet off the Single and Essolborn prop- 
erty, and tho city will then have a 
clear right of way. 


Tho committee's report as to tho 


Miller alley was to let it rest for 
awhile until council should become 
little more familiar with the situation. 
|300 is asked by Mr. Brodbeck for 
eight feet off the rear of his property 
for the opening of the alley. 
Besides 


this, the Burgess mill stands on the 
ground that would have to bo appro- 
priated for the opening of the proposed 
alley. 


On request, the committee appointed 


to investigate as to the opening and 
widening of Third street was dis- 
charged from further work. 
The pres- 


ent financial condition of the city \vi!l 
not permit of the proposed improve- 
ments. 


Mayor Row reported $80.00 fines and 


licenses collected for the month of 
October. 


A resolution passed to pay §500 


semi-annual interest on $20,000 bonds, 
due Dec. 1st, 1896, in New York. 


The board of elections was given the 


privilege to use the Gay street engine 
house for storage purposes. 


W. D. Meyers was granted the right 


to place wagon scales on Offnere street; 


, work to be done under direction of en 


ginecr. 


The lowest bid received for the lay- 


ing of brick street crossing at,the foot 
of cemetery irill was reported as 
$22.50. 
Council only authorize the 


expenditure of $20 for this crossing, 
but the additional appropriation waa 
made and the brick crossing will be 
put down. 


The alley back of the new engine 


house was ordered graded and gutter 
laid for a distance of eighty feet at a 
cost not to exceed §33. 


The gutter in the alley west of Ohil- 


licotho street, between 
Third 
and 


Fourth, was ordered repaired at.a cost 
not to exceed ?25. 


Dirt was ordered scraped off Market 


street between Third and Fourth at a 
cost not to exceed $5. Also Third 
street, from Market to Court, at a cost 
not to exceed $10. Messrs. Osborn and 
Oounolley voted no on the last.

In the flats and bottoms 
waters covered thousands of acres of 
rich farm land, leaving nothing but 
•wreck and ruin behind. 


The Great Northern is making no at- 


tempt to run trains, save on the coast 
line north to Stanwood. Large forces 
of men are noxv at work on the coast 
and main line, but there is little pros- 
pect of early resumption of traffic.
